Eleven students in the 
class liked the seats, with reservations.

Last Monday, I received a survey ‘akan that day by a thought-. 


ful prof. with whom I had discussed the. matter. The. results, 
similar to Dr, Rokes’, were not surprising to.me. The students 
disliked: seats too close together; closeness makes room stuetys 
rows are too close together, no leg room; no room to put books; 
no place to: put:coats; late comers cause confusion-trying to: squeeze 
through to seats; closeness makes it hard to contentrate on lecture. 
They liked: the shape of’the seats and'their color. 


Some professors with whom I have disxeudoad this seating” 


made these comments: “I don’t like the seats. It’s almost impos- 
sible to give honest examinations under these circumstances.” 
“I can’t be seen by the students in the back of the room. “They 
‘can’t even see the black board very well. ” “The seats make it hard 
for the students to concentrate on my lectures.” “I wish there was 
an elevated podium in the front of the ‘room. 
the students to whom I’m lecturing.” 


“These comments make a skeptic out of me. It doesn’t sound.
